public health lias occurred, that the 
average term ot life has been 
lengthened. The ruhtl death rate Is 
generally less than the city rate. The 
Improvement In the public health, the 
lower death rate and the extended av¬ 
erage term of human life ure pro¬ 
nounced features of city vital statis¬ 
tics. Medical aud sanitary science 
have shown the most conspicuous 
progress In cities. Improved methods 
of treatment and new preventives 
have caused the purtlul eradication of 
some diseases, once the terror of man¬ 
kind, or have greatly reduced their 
fatal effects. The scourges that lu 
former centuries swept away entire 
communities and decimated nations 
no longer visit mankind. The pesti¬ 
lence does not walk at noonday. The 
prevalence of famine nml disease lu 
India last year Is the only exception 
to the general rule of amelioration In 
health conditions that has prevailed 
throughout the world. In medical 
science even the bubonic plague met 
Its conqueror. But It Is In American 
cities that medical and sanitary sci¬ 
ence have wrought their greatest ben¬ 
efits. The purification of the water 
supply and the sanitary disposition of 
sewage have caused an Immense re¬ 
duction lu the extent of sickness aud 
mortality. The better homes for the 
poor, where more comforts are en¬ 
joyed, are not invaded by diseases 
which were formerly the peculiar af¬ 
fliction of poverty. The term of hu¬ 
man life hi the United States has been 
prolonged. Ten years ago and previ¬ 
ously the average age of the people 
at the time of death was a trifle over 
31 years. The phrase “a generation” 
was understood to mean about 30 
years, or the average lifetime of man¬ 
kind. The census of 11)00 shows that 
the average at death In the United 
States was a fraction over 33 years. In 
a decade four years had been added to 
the general term of life. There Is no 
reason why the health of the people 
should not continue to Improve, nor 
why length of life should not continue 
to increase. The progress of science In 
sanitation keeps progress with the 
years. The health boards of cities are 
faithful guardians of the public. The 
science of medicine Is progressive. No 
doubt the generation now living will 
see the end of many diseases. The 
longevity of the people will approach 
that of—

Adjustable Curtain Support, 

Two views are shown In the Illustra¬ 
tion of a neat curtain support recently 
patented by Joseph N. Anderson, of 
Mouolake. Cal. The ordinary manner 
of attaching the lace curtain doe# not 
permit them to be adjusted readily 
when It becomes necessary to clean the 
window or to push the curtains back to 
•How more light to enter the room. 
Then, too, they soon become solid from 
frequent handling while being adjusted, 
which also tends to wear them out more 
rapidly. All these objections seem to 
be overcome by the lazy-tong* arrange¬ 
ment In this Invention, the frame being 
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shown In the upper portion of the cut 
and the mounted curtain below. The 
disc carrying each frame is mounted on 
the vertical shank of a bracket, which 
Is screwed to the window frame, allow¬ 
ing the curtain to be swung out from 
the window or around against the wall 
when desired. A pull on one of the 
cords concealed behind the curtain 
opens or closes the frame to adjust the 
curtain across the window or fold It 
back against the side, It being unneces¬ 
sary to touch the curtain with tlie hand 
to move It In either direction.

LOG CABINS OF 

LINCOLN AND DAVIS. 

In the “Old Plantation,” a feature of 
the Midway at the Pan-American Ex¬ 
position, there are on exhibition two 
log cabins. One Is the house la which 
Abraham Lincoln was born. The other 
Is the hovel In which Jeff Davis, Presi- 
lent of the Confederacy, first saw tlie 
light of day. Of the thousands of peo¬ 
ple who flock to see these quaint relics 
few know the vicissitudes of the cabins 
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since their removal from the ground 
which they once consecrated, and the 
struggle on the part of the exhibitors to 
gain possession of them for exhibition. 

The Lincoln cabin was sold by Rev. 
J. \V. Bingham, of Marlon County, 
Kentucky, together with ten acres of 
ground, to A. \V. Dennett, of New Y'ork 
dairy kitchen fame. The exhibitors 
made a search for Mr. Dennett and 
found hltu at the Trinidad Gold Mines, 
lu Placer County, California. A lease 
was secured from Mr. Dennett, who 
gave au order for the removal of the 
cabin, then stored In the cellar of a 
Bowery restaurant. The determined 
exhibitor peeutrated the cellar nnd 
found tlie cabin In a state of chaos, 
piled up in one corner, lie started to 
load the logs upon a truck, there being, 
it was said, ninety-two. But after these 
were carted away It was found that a

In 1897, and when the Lin¬ 
coln cabin was shipped to New York 
and stored, the Davis cabin was sent 
with It, unknown even to the owner. 
The two cabins have been set up on 
desirable sites and furnished through¬ 
out as they were In olden times, many

J. Bebencdetti asked the Board to 
allow or refund to Sheriff Mansfield 
$50, the reward paid by him for the 
capture of Hammell, the safe-cracker.
